HOLSTON ANNUAL.
The *"Holston Annnal”’, official rec-
ord of the 88th session of the Holston
Conference of the M. E. Church,
South, at Joboson City, Tenn., Oct
8-10, 1909, is before us. It ism com-
prehensive pumpnlet of 125 pages, giv-
ing in dJdetail . the proceadings of the
session, the reports of the officers, and
a large amont of statistical informm-
tion regarding the various charges. A
large photo as a frootispiece shows the
members of the conference grouped be-
fore the large and handsome church at
Johnson Oity, and on the right we find
our friend, Rev. W. D. Dew, while
Rev, 8. 8. Kreger, who preceeded
Rev. Dew here, is seen further back
Regardiug the church work last year
in the Whitwell-Bequachee pastorate
with one preacher in charge, we find
201 members reported from last vear,
which with five adults and one infant
baptized, and six additions by profes-
sion of faith, and 17 by certificate und
otherwise, makes the total membership
439, There ure 7 houses of worship
valned at $10,500, and parsonages and
